New York, Sept. 30. — Leopold De 
Leonardos, ail Italian hanker has been 
missing since last Tuesday. The fur- 
niture at his office, 41 l'urk street, and 
at his appartment at "28 Mulberry street, 
was removed by a man who came with 
a truck and said that De Leonardis had 
sold it to a second hand dealer. One of 
the banker's employes stated that the 
deposits amounted to SoO.OOO, while 
another states that De Leonardis had 
1,800 depositors, averaging $200, which 
would give a total of $3(5,000. The 
bunk's customers are nearly all laborers 
in the Pennsylvania coke mines, and the 
majority lire at work near Pittsburg. A 
number have arrived in New York 
within a few days, expecting to draw 
their money and return to Italy. 

Serious CluirKCH AkhIiisI a Consul. 

Washington, Sept. 30. --Charges of 
a serious character have been made to 
the state department during lust year 
concoming the official and personal con- 
duct of Reed Lewis, of Pennsylvania, 
United States Coiisul-Uoneral ill Mor- 
occo. These charges ufl'eot the maimer 
iu which he conducted the accounts of 
his ofiico, und also bis bearing as repre- 
sentative of the United States in his 
outside dculjngs. Assistant Secretary 
Wharton, to whom the charges were 
referred by Mr. Blaine, was engaged up 
to the time of going on his vacation ill 
making an investigation, but it is sup- 
posed the temporary suspension of it 
may he prolonged fur an indefinite 
period on account of the illness of Mr. 
Wharton, with typhoid fever In Boston. 
The most recent allegation against the 
Consul-Goneral is made by a newspaper 

published at Tangiers, which goes so 
far as to make a direct charge of at- 
tempt ut extortion of money 
from another representative of the 
United States, Vioe-Consul Cohen, 
who is stationed ut M .gazan, Miro.co. 
According to the newspaper, Lewis 
called on Cohen, who is quite wealthy, 
and demanded 20,000 frauds as the 
price of his retention of otiicu. Cohen 
indignantly refused to comply with the 
demand, and asked Lewis why ho made 
it. Through an interpreter! according to 
this account, Lewis said that tho eon 
sular agency had brought Cohen large 
profits, and ho could afford to spare 20, • 
(KM) francs from their*. Cohen iigain re- 
fusing, was deprived of his ollice by 
Lewis, who offered it without success to 
several persons. It was finally accepted 
by Daniel Madden. The paper also 
charges that Cohen was placed uri 
der arrest, and his papers seized; 
and that the American flag 
over the consulate was hauled down 
This story, in effect, has been received 
at-tho State Department, but whether 
in the form of u charge or not cannot be 
ascertained. The Stutn Department 
olliciuls suy thut the case is in Assistant 
Secretary Wharton's hands, and they 
refuse to discuss it until he returns. 
Lewis is tho son of u wealthy Phihulul- 
phiiin. His wife died recently and t his 
event is Bald to lime aggravated his 
alleged penchant for committing mis 



demeanors. It was ho who represented 
the United States ut Tangier during the 
trouble with the Sultan of that district, 
and whose bold stand was so highly 
commended in this country.

ADRIFT IN UtiHttlNG'S SEA. 

Two or the Mary Ellen's Crew Kiist on 
Raw Seal for Seven Days In as Open 
Boat. 

Capt. Nordberg of the fishing schooner 
Edward Webster, which arrived ut Sun 
Francisco late last Wednesday night, 
reports that his vessel had been ashore 
n Ungu straits, but was got off and 
brought to Sun Francisco in ballast. He 
ilso reports thut on August 22nd lust 
hunters picked up the mate and cook of 
the British schooner Mary Ellen, who 
were out in a fishing bout. They had 
been out seven dive when the hunters 
rescued them in Murzhovoe hay. Ac- 
cording to Captain Nordbcrg's state- 
ment, the sufferings of the men were 
intense. They had killed seven seals und 
some other game with their guns, but 
hud no water. Everything they had 
eaten during the seven duys was 
devoured raw. The men were taken 
aboard the San Diego iu transit for 
Ounalaska, from which place they will 
be brought to Sun Francisco. Two In- 
dians who had been out in a hunting 
boat for several days, were also picked 
up by Sun Francisco hunters und pluced 
on hoard tho schooner Dow, which is 
now on her way to San Francisco. 
Among the passengers who arrived on 
the Webster were Capt. George Bull 
and M. E. Meagher. '1 he former went 
north as mate of the sealer San Diego, 
but us that vessel proposes remaining 
for some time in (he northern sous he 
left her and took passage "on the Webster 
for home. Captain Bull, iu speuking to 
a reporter, said that the extent to 
which the laws regarding fishing and 
hunting in the Dchring sea are disre- 
garded is shown by the fact that there 
are now in those seas from fifty to sixty 
hunting und fishing schooners. Of 
these only seven have been caught by 
the United Suites vessels. The busi- 
ness is very tempting this year, and the 
schooners which succeed in making 
good catches and in getting away from 
the patrol vesseh will realize handsome 
returns.

The Cotton Corner « lollapsetl, 

Liverpool, Sept. 30. — The great 
cotton corner has collapsed, the break 
being cuused by the report that Mr. 
Steenstruud, the principal holder of the 
cornered stock, was selling. It is evi- 
dent that a large number of bills fol- 
lowed the example of the leading oper- 
ator iu selling, und their nervousness 
wrecked the corner. A large number 
of operators and others interested in 
the cotton market gathered in the 
cotton exchange at u much earlier thu.ii 
usual hour this morning, expecting the 
greatest crisis ol lute years, owing to 
the corner in September option, en- 
gineered by Mr. Steenstraitd, The 
market for thut option opened quiet, ut 
a decline of one point. The prices 
immediately dropped two points more, 
and then steadied. The month went 
out 30 points under the highest price 
for that month. Mr. Stcenstrahd holds 
from 70,000 to 100,000 bales of African 
cotton, the price of which to-morrow 
will bo Is 2d below the pride obtained 
on Saturday. It is the general opinion 
that the cotton ring is utterly smashed. 

Kx-Uurrn .tnlMlle Visit* Her Hon. 

BELGRADE, Sept. 30. — Ex-Queen 
Natalie paid a visit to her son, King 
Alexander, to-day. All the foreign re- 
presentatives, with the exception of the 
ambassadors of Germany und Turkey, 
afterwards waited upon the Ex-Queen. 

The Rot Irritant Strikes. 

Rotterdam, Sept. 30. —A number of 
the striking dock laborers manifested a 
disposition to return to work to-day, 
but were prevented from so doing by 
the urguiueuts uud threats of their com- 
rades.

The Kootenuy Valley Company, of 
London, England, three years ago made 
a contract with the Governweiit of Brit- 
ish Columbia whereby that Kovernmoiit 
will hand over to Baid company the 
"45,000 acres of swump und bottom 
lands subject to overflow during the 
high water seasons in the lower Koo- 
tenay valley between the international 
boundary line nnd Kootenui Luke, when 
such lands, by reason of certain reclam- 
ation works become tit for agricultural 
settlements. This company bus com- 
pleted u canal connecting tho upper 
Kootenay river and the Columbia lakes, 
under agreement with the government 
whereby they become entitled to certain 
'ands in the valley of the upper Koo- 
tenuy, and they are now preparing to 
commence the work of reclamation in 
th • lower Kootenuy valley by providing 
u ' rgo outlet for the flood waters. 

A'lout two miles below Nelson the 
do , of the water is greatly impeded by 
a dam of large boulders and loose rocks 
.nought down from the adjoining 
mountains, probably by glacial action 
iu times past. The company propose 
lo begin their work of rooluinution by 
throwing back upon the adjoining hind 
so much of these rocks and boulders us 
lie between the high water mark und 
the level ut which the water stunds 
when the hind subject to overflow ceases 
to be flooded. 

It is not expected that the work for 
which tenders are now called will be by 
any means sufficient of itself to cure the 
evil, but hy watching tho effect which 
the widening of the outlet will have 
upon the flood waters ne\t season, the 
company will he able with more accu- 
racy to determine what further removal 
of obstructions will be necessary, both 
at this place and ut "Tho Narrows."

A Woman's Efforts to Prevent. Iterst-lf 
Belnt Burned to Ueath. 

WALLA Walla, Sept. '2S. — Wed- 
nesday morning, while Mrs Kitchen, 
living on Dry Creek, u few miles from 
this city, wus raking up und burning 
trash in the yard, she discovered that 
her undergarments had caught lire. 
She quickly caught a blanket, which 
she wrapped about her lower limbs 
and crouched on the ground, hop- 
ing to smother the flumes. Finding t his 
did not accomplish the result she seized 
a cloth lying near her and wrapped it 
about her face und bead, and tried to 
tear her clothing off without effect, her 
clothing burning completely off. No 
one witnessed the accident except some 
small children, whose screams aroused u 
man who was in th ; j barn, and 
who immediately ran *o. the scene 
and found the h dy en the 
ground in intense agony, with her 
clothing burned completely off, with the 
exception of one stocking, also on tire. 
Ho carried her to the house and imme- 
diately summoned assistance from the 
neighborhood. A horseman was dis- 
patched to the city for a physician, and 
when he arrived he found that the en- 
tire surface of her body had been burned 
over nearly to a crisp. The flesh in 
places is cooked us hard as leather. 
After dressing the burns the woman Mas 
brought to this city for treatment. 

Mr. Kitchen ut the time wus in the 
mountains after wood. Mrs. Kitchen 
is very low, but her chances of recovery 
are more favorable. 



O. W. Husk, writing to the Oregonian, 
says : The Kootenuy river in its course 
through Northern Idaho und South- 
eastern British Columbia, between 
Bonner's ferry and Kootenuy hike, 
winds from one side to the other of u 
valley, varying in width from two to 
five miles, and about eighty miles in 
length. The river presents a magnifi- 
cent stretch of inland navjgable water 
some 000 or 700 feet in width, and 
ubout sixty feet in depth. With the 
exception of a few snags, there are no 
obstructions whatsoever to navigation, 
and its current does not exceed One 
mile per hour. The soil in the valley is 
a rich loam, strongly impregnated with 
lime. Natural grasses, such us red top, 
blue joint, etc., grow luxuriantly, and 
on the foothills close to the bottoms, 
good potatoes, wheat, onions, all kinds 
of vegetables und tobacco grows success- 
fully. 

The whole of the flats nre practically 
useless on account of the annual Rootl- 
ing to which they ure subject. This 
overflow is cuused by the bucking up of 
the river, due to the rapid rise of the 
waters of Kootenay hike. This rise is 
duo to two causes, first, the snow melt- 
ing on each side of und around the 
northern end of Kootenay lake sends 
down mi Immense volume of water, 
which the outlet is not sufficiently able 
to discharge, and the water of the lake 
risos. Then follow the early BUtnilior 
freshets, which Increase the volume of 
Kootenay river and ruise the lake still 
higher. , 

Of these bottom lands subject to 
overflow about 05,000 acres are in Idaho 
and 45,000 in British Columbia. Idaho 
will, therefore, be inore materially bene-

A Bit Audience Delighted bast KveninK 
With Wit and Caricature. 

"Orip" made his bow to a largo and 
appreciative cudience in Tho Victoria 
last evening. His fume as u funny man 
and clever cartoonist had preceded him, 
and those who hud never seen or heard 
him determined not to let the oppor- 
tunity puss. Those who had before en- 
joyed un evening with Hcngough were 
ready for another. 

In addition to the audience being a 
largo one, it was a sympathetic one. 
When Rev. Mr. Starr announced tbo 
lecturer of the evening, he saw hone 
but friendly fuces before him. In intro- 
ducing himself lie proclaimed that he 
was a lineal descendant of the late 
lamented Baron Munchuussen — a well- 
known gentleman, and the author of a 
book that for centuries had been re- 
garded as one of the finest specimens of 
concentrated lie. He thought thut this 
would be sufficient to Convince all 
present that anything lie might say 
could le depended on us fuct, and 
nothing but fuct. 

It wus not his intention, he said, to 
inflict a lecture upon them.

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8IE MATTHEW BEOBIES DE 
VISION. 

The decision of the Chief Justice in 
the case of t he Attorney-General of 
British Columbia against the city of 
Victoria will not lie a surprise to our 
readers. Tlife requirement of the (Jov- 
ernment is moderate und reasonable, 
and as it is made on all the corporate 
towns of the province it is not, as the 
Mayor and Board of Aldermen of this 
city contended, a discriminative tax. 
We tire quite sure that the 
great majority of the rate 
payors of this city are perfectly willing 
to pay something towards the support 
of the excellent schools from which they 
are deriving so much benefit. One- 
third of the teachers' salaries cannot he 
said to be tou large a proportion or one 
that is at all burdensome. It would 
have been much belter if the corpora- 
tion bud been less litigious und bail 
complied with tho requirements of the 
law promptly and cheerfully. But 
the prospect of making capital against 
tho Provincial Government and of ac- 
quiring a little cheap popularity for 
themselves was a temptation which the 
Mayor and the majority of the Board of 
Aldermen could not resist. We think 
that they will find that they have made 
a mistake, and that they will accom- 
plish neither of the ends which they 
hoped to gain by resisting the law. 

AN ABSUBD PROPOSAL. 

The Vancouver World's last Ottawa 
letter contains the following paragraph 
relative to the Victoria Quarantine 
Station : 

"Apropos of the cholera outbreak in 
the Phillipinc Islands, and the arrival 
in the St. Lawrence of a steamer from 
that group, I had a brief conversation 
with the Deputy -Minister of Agricul- 
ture on tho subject of British Columbia 
quarantine matters to-day. I have pre- 
viously referred to this topic, but as it 
is of vital importance to British Colum- 
bia it will bear being again referred to. 
.Said Mr. Lowe: 'The altered relations 
of transport between the East and the 
west by the fact of the completion of a 
transcontinental line through Canada 
und the continuation of that line across 
the Pacific ocean by the steamers now 
running, bus already seriously affected 
the question of quarantine on the Pa- 
■ eilie coast, ami tin! matter will become 
still more important when the larger 
vessels which the Canadian Pacific is 
now contracting for are placed on the 
route. Hitherto the only regular Canadian 
quarantine station on the Pacific coast 
has been at Victoria, but Vancouver 
having been made the terminus of the 
Canadian Pacific K-iilway, that com- 
pany, for reasons of its own— Hie prin- 
cipal one being that of undue detention 
—objects to the vessels calling at Vic- 
toria. The Govennneut therefore will 
have to reconsider its quarantine ar- 
rangements on the Pacific, It maybe 
that a convenient site for a quarantine 
station may be found on the Straits of 
.San J nun de Puca which would he com- 
mon to Ml vessels entering British Co- 
lumbia waters from the Pacific. In that 
case one establishment, simillar to that 
at Crosse Isle for the St. Lawrence, 
could be made to answer for the whole 
of British Columbia. This question has 
already been pressed on the attention of 
the Government hy tho Pacific Coast 
interests, and 1 hope to go out there 
next week to report on the whole sub- 
ject." 

The nonsense put in the mouth of Mr, 
Lowe is simply for the purpose of adver- 
tising Vancouver city. The quarantine 
station could not be batter situated than 
where it is. It is to seaward of the 
harbors of Victoria and Hsquimalt, and 
vessels bound for Vancouver need not go 
a mile out of their way to call at it. To 
remove it to any place further up the 
Strait would be simply an absurdity. 
What would be thought of a proposal 
to remove the station at Grosse Isle mi 
tho St. Lawrence where it is below nil 
the cities of the river to some place 
ubovo Quebec, say Sorel. No one outside 
a lunatic asylum would make such u 
proposition, yet it would be less un- 
reasonable than tho proposal to remove 
the British Columbia quarantine 
station from where it is estab- 
lished and to take it lo some place 
further inland where the danger from 
contagion would be greater, and where 
in order to roach it vessels would have 
to pass Iho principal shipping ports 6) 
the Province. It is evident that noth- 
ing is too absurd that would havo the 
effect of itmgilifiying Vancouver city 
lit the expense of Victoria. It is a pity 
that Mr. Lowe ami the Canadian Paci- 
fic boomsters could not change the fig- 
ures of tho Trade and Navigation 
KotuniH and niter the place that Vic- 
toria occupies as a revenue-producing 
port.

THE OPPOSITION LEADER- 
SHIP. 

A good deal is being said in tho East 
about the leadership of the Liberal 
Party. It was hoped by muny until 
quite latoly that Mr. Blake would re- 
sume tho leadership of the liberals. But 
be has caused it to bo distinctly under- 
stood that he will not accopt the posi- 
tion under any circumstances. Mr. 
Lauricr is thoroforo ucoepted us the per- 
manent leader of the Liberal Party of 
tho Dominion. Wo do not think that 
tho Liberals have lost anything hy the 
refusal of Hon. Edward Blake to be- 
come their leader. Mr. Blako is be- 
yond question a very able man. Re- 
garding him from a purely intellectual 
point of view we question if his superior 
is to be fouund in the Dominion of Can- 
ada. Morally, too, he takes a vory 
high rank. He is u man of high prin- 
ciple and his reputation is literally 
without a stain, But notwithstanding 
his great intellectual endowments and 
unblemished character he did not make 
a good political leader, and every year 
it became more and more apparent that 
he is not gifted with the qualities that 
a party leader, to be successful, must 
possess. It may be that he osslimod 
the leadership of his party at 
an unfortunate time, and that 
no man, no mutter how well 
iitted he might be naturally and by 
education for the position, could have 
umde headway against the difficulties 
lie bad to encounter und the opponents 
against whom he had to contend ; hut 
we incline to the opinion that Mr. 
Blake's want of success as a party 
lender can be traced to his constitution- 
al unfitness for the leadership. He is a 
self-contained undemonstrative man. 
His nerves are very finely strung. He 
is impatient of dullness and stupidity, 
and coarseness of all kinds disgusts him. 
Though a man of great refinement lie 
has little of what the French call 
"savoir fairo." The men be had to 
deal with were not as a class clever, 
and most of them had been brought up 
in a rough school. They soon found 
that there was very little in common 
between them and their leader. They 
admired him for his ability and respect- 
ed him for bis invariable rectitude of 
conduct, but between him and them 
there Was a great gulf fixed, which it 
was found impossible to bridge over. 
He created no enthusiasm, His follow- 
ers did not become partisans who were 
ready, as the saying is, to go through 
lire and water for him, to cheer him 
and fight for him when lie was wrong 
iu enthusiastically and with as much 
ardor as when he was right, Mr, 
Blake could not compliment a young 
member who had made a foolish ill- 
timed speech, and he could not smile at 
the vagaries of it conceited follower who 
had brought ridicule on himself and 
his party by firing off his elec- 
tioneering platitudes and his plat- 
form witicisims from his place in th 
House of Commons. He never went to 
the tin able to make a spouting greenhorn 
believe that he possessed the talent of a 
Gladstone or a Beaconsfield, and that 
all he wanted were opportunity and ex- 
perience to become a brilliant orator 
and a great statesman, in a word, he 
could not learn and would nut learn 
how to put bis followers in a good 
humor with themselves, and by conse- 
quence, with him. 

His Parliamentary methods, too, were 
not such as to attach the able men of 
his party to him. He took too much on 
himself. He did not place sutlicient 
confidence in their ability to do their 
share of the work. He took no pains to 
make his lieutenants feel that they were 
useful. When important matters were 
before the House he, in a wonderfully 
able speech, exhausted the subject and 
left nothing for them to say. In this 
matter of speech - making, too, Mr. 
Blake showed that he did not under, 
stand either the House or the country. 
The man who makes a six hours' speech 
in these days proves his unfitness to 
take part in the work of any delibera- 
tive body. .Such speeches are not listened 
to and they are not read. Let them be 
.•verso able, they weary the audience, 
itlld the man who delivers them is voted 
by the public a bore. Mr. Blake seems 
never to have made this discovery, and 
none of his followers appears to have 
bad the courage to tell him that his in- 
terminably long speeches were mistakes. 
Mr, Blake possesses very little adapta- 
bility, This, we believe, was the main 
eiuseof his failure as a leader. Mr. 
Baurier is a very different man, and it 
it by no means improbable that he will 
irove a better leader than Mr. Blake, 
.le could hardly make a worse. 

MINI) CUBES. 

Every now and then we hear of the 
ilisuhiof which "Christian Science" 
loos, but we hear very little of the good 
it effects. There is no doubt a germ of 
truth in what is called Christian 
■cience. The imagination has a won, 
lerful effect upon the body. There lire 
liousuntls upon thousands who fancy 
themselves Sick when nothing is the 
natter with them. The person who 
eally believes he is ill, that he is ailed 
•d with Nome .serious ailment, is actually 
liseased. But the disease is in his 
nind. Now the practitioner who can 
.ncceed in convincing patients of this 
and that they do not need medicine, 
hat if they only will to bo well they 
-.in be as strong and as healthy us the 
itost robust of their neighbors, dues 
horn and the community a very great 
lervice. It is exceedingly difficult to 
tell at times whether a disease with 
■rliieh a person is allllctod is one of the 
tlittd or of the body. Everyone has ex- 
perienced how slight ailments, and 
»V0U some that do not appear to be 
lliglit, disappear under the inllueneo of 
urong excitement. The patient's mind 
is diverted from contemplating his 
sickness ; he is, as it were, taken out of 
himself, and to his surprise he liuds, 
.vben the excitement is over, that he is 
piite well. He has forgotten nil about 
ds Indisposition. When the physician 
cconniienils a change of scene or a 
mange of air he, in nine cases out of 
ton, is simply a mind healer or a Chris- 
tian scientist. 

It is unreasonable to beliovo that, nil 
ivho declare they have been cured by 
Christian .Scientists are lying. It is 
quite possible that the diBouso of which 
tboy bollevcul themselves cured had 
really no oxisUmee, but the belief that 
they were afllicted with it was in itself 
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a dittMe.alid an unpleasant and, per- 
haps, a dangerous disease. It is, we 
Hunk, cruel and unphiiosophieal to 
laugh at persons who believe that they 
\\utto received benefit from the mind 
cure. Wo do not laugh at those who 
declare that the medicine they have 
taken has done them a world of good, 
when, perhaps, if we were in the secrets 
of tho doctor who prescribed tho medi- 
cine, we would know that its operation 
was wholly on tho mind of the patient, 
that, of itself, it could do him neither 
good nor barm. If we are to havo a 
superstition in this matter of healing it 
seems to us that a superstition in favor of 
mind healing, is qdito as harmless as a 
superstition attributing miraculous pow- 
ers to drugs. If euros can be effected by 
the power of faith or by influence 
brought to bear on tho mind of the sick, 
why should we exclaim against the prac- 
tice of mind curing and ridicule and in 
other ways persecute those who believe 
in its efficacy'; It is, of course, absurd 
to believe that miracles of healing are 
performed in these days, that faith can 
set a broken leg or stop the bleeding of 
a severed artery. Persons who labor 
under such a delusion are really not 
sane and their ravings should not be 
listened to. The proper means to put 
the bone in its place and to close the 
artery should be used in spite of them. 
But lite illusions and the vagaries of 
such lunatics as these should not make 
people insensible to the force of evidence 
or cause them to deny what is reasonable 
and true in what is called "Christian 
Science."

Our readers will be pleased to see 
that the customs collections for Septem- 
ber abow a very large increase over 
those of the corresponding month of 
last year. An increase of nearly thirty 
per cent, is something worth noticing.

A Cheap and Very Satlafaotory 
Way of Boeinsr the World.

I wonder if any body but, myself ever took 
n timo-tublo vucution, usks Luke Sharp in 
the Dotroit Free Press. It is such a cheap 
and delightful way of getting round ubout, 
this little world of ours, that those who 
have never indulged in eno have missed a 
great deal of inexpensive pleasure. 

1 have knocked ubout quite a bit ill my 
time and hayo seen several places besides 
Detroit, yet those actual journeys ure noth- 
ing to my timetable trips. 
. For instance, the first part of tins win- 
ter I thought J would liko to go down to the 
City of Mexico. I at once went to n pas- 
senger ticket office in Detroit and began to 
make inquiries and load up with time- 
tables. One of the great advantages of 
living in America is that you get your time- 
tables for nothing. Now, in England they 
mako you pay a penny for oven the smallest 
timo-tablo or a railway. It is true that 
some of the larger railways give yon quite 
a book fortho money. You get all particu- 
lars pf how much it will cost to shin i. 
horso from one part of the country tu 
another; what the tariff on dogs is; what 
the rules siid regulations of the^ob'iitpiitiy 
happen to be: what the law is if you sass u 
station-master, and what various things 
you will be lined forty shillings for, but all 
this knowledge is useless to the ordinary 
man. He prefers to have his ponny. 

Tho railroads of America, on the other 
hand, flood tho country with time-tables as 
free as tho waters of tho Detroit river — 
that is, unless you get tho water through 
tho pipes of the Water Board. 

The men in the Detroit ticket offices are 
beginning to know mo pretty well by this 
time, and they do not rush away from a cash 
customer in order to attend to my wants. 
They knnw that I am a person who asks n 
great many questions, but who seldom 
buys a ticket I think they believe that I 
am something of a fraud, but my intentions 
are honorable. For the time being 1 really 
believe that I am going to all those places 
that 1 inquire about. Take tlio brief course 
of the City of Mexico fever, for instance. 
I got the time- tables of tho Wabash railroad 
toSt. Louis; then tho Iron Mountain road 
to the borders of Mexico and the Mexican 
Central railroad through tu the City of Mex 
ICO. Then 1 jrp$ another time-table by way 
of Cincinnati; inon the Queen & Crescent 
route to New Orleans, then the Southern 
Pacific and so on to Mexico. After unit. ' 
found that ! could go to Galveston and tkkt 
a steamer there to Vera Cruz and go ovei 
the New Mexican National road tc the capi- 
ItaL Or 1 could go on to San Antonio by 
rail and down that way to the National roaii 
1 then set to work to compare tho dit 
ferent advantages of the difforen 
routes. 1 had great di fliculty in making up 
my mind which i would take or whether 1 
wouid go one way and come back the other 
There were the delights of visiting the 
ancient nnd historical city of New Orleans 
Galveston had many attractions, and at San 
Antonio I could see tho ruins of the Alamo. 
How 1 did revel in all those places 1 got 
books about them and posted up. Then I 
rend all I could lay my hands on regarding 
Mexico and what was to bo seen there. 1 
found out how much it would cost to go up 
tho big mountain and learned that the 
guides expected five dollars a day and 
thought they would be disappointed in their 
expectations when they BlrucK tne uia.ir 
signed. I got many points on what thceost 
of living would be and figured up how liiubl 
time 1 could spend on the trip. 

After that 1 did what most people of ; 
sensible nature would have done at the first 
I figured up the cost. 
Then I gave up the trip. 
1 don't exoect that tho aforementioned 
sonsible persons will enter into myenthu 
siasm on tho time-table trip business, but 
then thoroughly sensible peoplo mlse a lotol 
fun in this world. Anyhow, they don't umakf 
as many time tables as 1 do. 

Although, as 1 said before, they chargi 
for their time-tables in Europe, there in-< 
many advantages therein the way of tak 
ing a time-table trip! hat are not to be hm 
in America. For a shilling or two a niui 
can get a uook containing every time-tabl, 
iu Europe.

The rail, 
way time books and guide books in Eu 
rope are made for the people; in America 
they are mado for the railroad cotnpil 
nies. For instance, you can't get the rates 
of fare in an American time-table 
or railroad guide. I never could u n 
derstand why it is that the railroads 
of America are so anxious to con 
coal their fares from the people. liiud- 
shaw's very complete book gives every 
railroad fare in Britain, and costs only 6dl 
Appleton's railroad guide gives no faro at 
uli, and I imagine does not give a map un- 
less the railroad pays for it. 1 wanted to 
find out about the steamers of a large 
steamship lino on my trip to Mexico. There 
was no mention of the line in Appleton's, so 
1 suppose that line refuses to advertise and 
so tho traveler gets left. Baedecker's guide 
book gives tho names of almost every notisl 
In Europe nnd tells honestly whether it is 
good or bad. It gives the prices by the 
meal or by the day. The guide book will ac- 
cept no advertise men t of any kind at ttin 
price. It is a book mado for the people am: 
it can bo depended on. 
There is nothing of that kind in America 
However to the mental tourist all thh 
makes no difference. It is ns cheap to stop 
"in your mind," at a first-class hotel as a 
a poor one.

Berlin, Sept. 28.— The Cologno Ga- 
zette says: The proposal of the chief of 
the general staff of the Russian army 
that a second line of rails be laid to the 
western frontier, is being carried out, 
despite the opposition of the Minister 
of Finance. Three hundred locomo- 
tives and the requisite amount of rails 
have been ordered for jleliveiy in May, 
This will complete u strategic network 
if Russian railways, increasing the ca- 
pacity to mass troops on the German 
frontier.

CRIMINAL LIBEL. 

In tho City Police Court yesterday 
morning, Hon. A. N. Richards, P. M., 
presiding, David Sim was, upon the in- 
formation of Hamilton Motfatt, chief 
lerk in the Indian office here, charged 
with criminally libelling him, the said 
Hamilton Moffatt. Action was baned 
upon a letter addressed in July last to 
the Superintendent of Indian affair?; 
and which read as follows:

Si Ii, — I boK Ioavo to call you r at Ion tion t o a 
olreuinstuneo connected with tho adminis- 
tration of Indlanuiralrsatthls place, which 
has boon koIdk on for sumo time uud I 
think with sumo consideration uud re- 
quires to bo put a stop to, Tho orders for 
soods for the use of tho Indiana, la Issued 
from tho Indian ottlco, to a seedsman in 
Victoria, called George Jay, who pays bon- 
uses to tho officers for these orders 
amounting to something considerable each 
your, a portion of which comes directly out 
of my pockot, and I am not able to 
afford it. These seed orders are 
iiiiulo up iii small packets of given 
size and weight and I ho quality is 20 per 
ount, sound, and the other four-fifths may 
bo and is anything in most. Instances, (ibis 
I know bocauso I do the testing of It. and 
20 per com. sound seeds is the quality re- 
quired!. That is not all, but uioho soeds 
lioing disbursed to the Indians, Instead of 
boing sown, are sold, in many instances, 
and for a mere tritlo, very otlon a little 
whiskey, and I am informed that George 
Jay, who supplies the seeds to t he Indian 
omen, buys buck those seed packets from 
Ilio Indiana in the vicinity of Victoria at 
ten cents the dozen packets, and sells thorn 
again to tho Indian olllco tho next year. 
Now, I think, sir, you will son the necessity 
of putting a st"p lo such dishonesty, and 
which might bo tho means of preventing 
others from pursuing a similar course, 
which I am afraid is loo common in this 
place. The ofilcors who receive bonuses 
referred to, above letter, are Hr. Howell, 
value about $150, and Mr. Molfatt, about 
the same amount. 1 am, sir,

Mr. C. E. Pooley, IJ. C, appeared for 
tho prosecution and Mr. J. P. Walls 
for the defense. 

Hamilton Moffatt, the complainant, 
was called and deposed that he was 
Buperintendonoy clerk in the Indian de- 
partment; he did hot know the defend- 
ant. Recognized the letter produced. 
It was handed him by Mr. VanKough- 
net, deputy superintendent of Indian 
affairs, on the 23rd August hist. He 
had been requested to report upon that 
letter. Ho was the person mentioned 
in the letter. All official letters go 
through the hands of Mr. VanKoughnet 
at Ottawa, Mr. Dewdney while here 
saw the letter. lie had permission 
from the Minister of the Interior uud 
Superintendent of Indian Affairs to use 
the letter in any way be wished. 

Mr. Walls, for the defence, objected 
to the letter being read, on the ground 
that I he writing across the face initialed 
" E. D." rendered it inudmissuble, 

The objection was noted and the let- 
ter (a copy of which is given above, 
with the exception of tho writing across 
the face) was read. 

To Mr, Walls- -The endorsement was 
in,- de on the day before Mr. Dewdney 
left Victoria. He saw Mr. Dewdney 
write the endorsement. 

Arthur P. Luxton deposed that he 
was clerk to Mr. Pooley. Recognized 
letter produced, marked A. Knew the 
defendant, David Sim. Saw him read 
the letter. Mr. Pooley, in bis pres- 
ence, asked him if that was the letter he 
wrote lo the Indian Department, Ot- 
tawa. Mr. Sim said it was, and that it 
was all correct. Mr. Pooley asked Sim 
what he had to say about it and Sim 
replied, "Yes, it's all correct. Mr. 
Walls has all the facts." 

To Mr. Walls — Defendant came to 
Mr. Pooley 's ollice at his (Mr. Pooley 's) 
request. Mr. Pooley made no sugges- 
tion to the defendant. A letter was 
sent from the ollice. Did not know the 
contents of the letter. Defendant was 
not asked to make any retraction or 
apology. 

(ieorge Jay deposed that ho was a 
seed merchant, and knew the defend- 
ant. The signature on the letter pro 
duced was that of David Sim; it is in 
his handwriting, 

William Savory deposed that he was 
a cider maker, and knew the defendant, 
Mr. Sim. The handwriting in the let- 
ter shown was that of David Sim. He 
told witness on the 19th July last that 
lie was going to write to the superinten- 
dent of Indian affairs at Ottawa, because 
.Mr. Jay had been selling bad seeds to 
the Indians. 

This closed the evidence, and Mr. 
Walls submitted that the lelter was a 
privileged communication, and therefore 
not libellous, and his Honor adjourned 
the case until Friday, bail being al- 
io 1 



SUPREME COURT. 

IHeforo the Chief Justice. Sir M. B. Beg- 
bio.) 

The Attorney (lenorul of British Col- 
umbia vs. the Corporation of the City of 
Victoria, B. 0. 

This was an action to recover the sum 
of $5,780, being one-third of the amount 
of the teachers' salaries in the public 
schools of Victoria, payable by the said 
corporation under the provisions of the 
"Public Schools Amendment Aot, INKS. " 

The Attorney-General appeared fpr 
the Crown, and Mr. Taylor (Eberts it 
Taylor) on behalf of the defendants, 

.Sir Taylor contended that the act 
created a discriminative lax, and was 
therefore unconstitutional and void. 

His Lordship held that inasmuch as 
the act applied equally to all of the 
cities of t he province it was not discrim- 
inatory, and in other respects he con- 
sidered the act to be free from legal ob- 
jections. His Lordship, therefore, gave 
judgment in favor of ibu Attorney-Gen- 
era! for the amount, claimed, with costs.

The manner of 
the operation has been this : A well- 
known Chinese merchant calls upon a 
couple of his white acquaintances in 
business, reputable men, and Beourcs 
from them a written statement certify- 
ing that he, Lung Sing, Pow Wow, Jim 
Hill, or whatever the name may be, is a 
Chinese merchant of Victoria and that 
he is desirous of going to the United 
States to buy goods or collect debts. 

This certificate is handed over by the 
merchant to the Chinaman who really 
wishes to cross the line, and who, 
armed with it, proceeds to the custom 
house. Chinese names being all more 
or less alike to a white man, lie gener- 
ally succeeds in getting the necessary 
papers describing him under his appro- 
priated name, and those he has marked 
at the American consulate and then 
boldly bids Victoria adieu.

SUNDAY SIGHT'S FIRE. 

At 9:30 o'clock on Sunday night a 
telephonic alarm from two quarters was 
received at tho Deluge tiro station, call- 
ing the brigade to tho Work estuto, 
where a houuo on Second strcot, owned 
by Mr. Samuel Gray and occupied by 
Mr. Hohleu, jr., was in flames. Tho 
fire had obtained cousidorablo headway 
before tho firemen could reach the 
scene, but they hoop had three streams 
playing on the burning building, to 
which they succeeded in confining tho 
Humes. At one time the residences of 
Mr. Porridge and Mr. Meshcr, at either 
side of the burning house, were in con- 
siderable danger. P.y 10:30 the last 
spark was extinguished, and only the 
framework of the house remained. 

The fire had its origin in the careless 
use of coal oil. Mr. Holden, the occu- 
pant of the house, was pouring coal oil 
from a five gallon can upon a log of 
wood in the grate, with the intention of 
lighting a fire. A smouldering spark in 
the ashes was touched by the fluid, and 
the result was an explosion No one 
was hurt , but the room was instantly in 
a blaze. Very little was saved of the 
contents of the house. 

It is estimated that the total amount 
of damage will be about §2,000. Upon 
the building there is an insurance of 
$1,500, and upon the contents $1,000, in 
two companies.
